TALKS ON NATIONAL EFFICIENCY 
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Former Chief Executive Declares That 


Trust Influence Is Largely to Blame 


for Waste and Destruction of Our 


Natural 
Resources— One 
of 
Our 


Greatest Problems Is the Wise and 


Prompt Development of the Nation’s 


Waterways. 


St. Paul. Sept. 6.— Tho address of 
Colonel Roosevelt on “ National Effl- 
Heney” was the feature or tho 
f * c- 
and day’s session of the National Con­ 
servation congress hi re. 
The speech, 
in part, follows: 
“ America’s reputation for efficiency 
stands deservedly high throughout the 
world. 
We are efficient probably to 
the full limit that any nation < an at­ 
tain by th. 
methods hitherto ns< ti. 
There is great reason to be proud of 
our achievements and yet no reason 
to believe that we cannot excel oar 
past 
Through 
a 
practically 
unre­ 
strained 
individualism 
we 
have 
reached a pitch of literally unexam­ 
pled material prosperity, although the 
distribution of this prosperity leaves 
much to be desired from the stand­ 
point of justice and fair dealing. 
“ But we have not only allowed the 
individual a free hand, which was in 
the main right; we have also allowed 
great corporations to aet as though 
they were individuals and to exercise 
the rig hts of individuals, in addition 
to using the vast combined power of 
high 
organization 
and 
enormous 
wealth for their own advantage. 
“ This development of corporate ac­ 
tion, it is true, is doubtless In large 
part responsible for the gigantic de­ 
velopment et our natural resources, 
but it is not less responsible for 
waste, destruction and monopoly on 
an equally gigantic scale. 


Time to Call a Halt. 


“ The method of reckless and uncon­ 
trolled private ust and wast*- has done 
for us all the good it ever can and it 
is time :<) put an end to it before it 
does all the evil it easily may. 
We 


h ave passed the time when heedless 
waste and destruction and arrogant 
monopoly are any longer permissible. 
“Henceforth we must seek national 
efficiency by a new and a better way, 
by the way of the orderly development 
and use, coupled with the preserva­ 
tion of our natural resources, by mak­ 
ing the most of what we have for the 
benefit of all of us, instead of leaving 
the 
sources of material 
prosperity 
open to indiscriminate exploitation. 
"These are some of the reasons why 
It Is wise that we should abandon the 
old point of view aud why cousena- 
tion has become a patriotic duty. 
“ One of the greatest of our con­ 
servation problems Is the wise and 
pron.pt development and use of the 
waterways of this nation. 
“ In nearly every river city from St. 
Paul to the gulf the water front is 
controlled by the railways. 
Nearly 
every artificial waterway In the Unit­ 
ed States, either directly or indirect­ 
ly, is under the same control. 
“ It goes without saying that unless 
the people prevent It In advance the 
railways will attempt to take control 
of our waterways as fast as they are 
improved and completed, nor would 
I blame them if we, the people, are 
supine in the matter.

“ I mean the needless, useless and 
excessive loss to our people from pre- 
r attire death and avoidable diseases. 
Wholly apart from the grief the suf­ 
fering and the wretchedness which 
they cause, the material loss each year 
has been calculated at nearly twice 
w hat It costs to run the f* deral gov­ 
ernment. 
“ In addition to the state and city 
health officers and organizations, th* re 
is urgently nee led a iederal bureau of 
health, to act, so far as the national 
government prop* rly may, to re lieve 
our people from this dreadful burden.” 
Colonel Roosevelt then refers to the 
national conservation commission and 
incidentally takes a rap at Congress- 
n an Tawney for defeat ng an appro­ 
priation Intended to carry the pro­ 
gramme of the commission into effect. 


Favors Federal Control. 


“ There is apparent to the judicious 
observer a distinct tendency on the 
part of our opponents to cloud the is­ 
sue by raising tilt- question of state tis 
against federal jurisdiction. 
We un­ 
ready fe meet tint issue if it is forced 
upon us. 
But there is no hope for the 
plain people in sin Ii conflicts of juris­ 
diction, 
“ Th*- * sst ntial question is not one of 
hair splitting I* gal technicality s. It is 
simply this: 
Who can best regulate 
the special interests for the public 
good? 
“ Most of the predatory corporations 
are interstate or have interstate atfili- 
tior.s; therefore th* y are largely out 
t reach of effective state control and 
•Ii of necessity within the federal 
.urisdi -lion. One of the prime objects 
of those among them that are grasp-! 
ng and greedy is to avoid any effect 
ive control * fth**r by stat! or ti: t on, |

“ The people of the United States be­ 
lieve in the complete and rounded de­ 
velopment of inland waterways tor all 
the useful purposes they can be made 
to serve. 
They believe also in forest 
protection and forest extension. 
“ The fight for our national forests 
in the West has been won. 
After a 
campaign in which the women of Min­ 
nesota did work which should secure 
to them the perpetual gratitude of 
their state Minnesota won her na­ 
tional forest and will keep it, but the 
fight to create the Southern Appalach­ 
ian and White mountain forests in 
the East is not yet over. 
“ The bill has passed the house and 
will come before the senate for a vote 
next February. 
The people of the 
United States regardless of party or 
section should stand solidly behind it 
and see that their representatives do 
likewise. 
“ The investigations of the country 
life commission have led the farmers 
of this country to realize that they 
have not been getting their fair share 
of progress and all that it brings. 
Some of our farming communities in 
the Mississippi valley and in the Mid­ 
dle West have made marvelous prog­ 
ress. yet even the best of them, like 
communities of every other kind, are 
not beyond improvement, while much 
needs to be done in some other sec­ 
tions to improve country life. 
“As yet we know comparatively lit­ 
tle of the basic facts of rural civiliza­ 
tion. 
The means for better farming 
we have studied with care, but to 
better living on the farm and to bet­ 
ter business on the farm the farm­ 
ers themselves have given scant at­ 
tention.” 


Conservation of Human Efficiency. 


“ As

people we 
have 
not yet 
learned to economize. 
One of the vir­ 
tues we Americans most need is thrift. 
It is a mere truism to say that luxury 
and extravagance are not good for a 


control simply because they 
it to lh the least * ffcctiv*, 
'•'ii th* great tight of the people to 
drive the special interests from the 
domination of our government the na­ 
tion is sponger and its jurisdiction is 
mort . , 
,e than that of any state. I pan!*1 at the time. 
Th*- most effective 
weapon against

corporations,

which are financed and owned on th- 
Atlantic coast, will be federal laws] 
and the fe It ral executive. 
“ That is why I so strongly oppose 
the demand to turn these matt* rs over 
to the state!. 
It is fundamentally a 
demand against the interest of tin* 
plain people, of the people of small 
means, against the interest of our 
children and our children’s children, 
an djt is primarily iii the interest of 
the great corporations, which desire to 
escape all government control, 


W arning to the Congress. 


“ I heartily approve the attitude of 
any corporation, interested in the de­ 
liberations of a meeting such as this, 
which comes hither to advocate by its 
openly accredited agents views which 
it believes the meeting should have in 
mind. But I condemn with equal read­ 
iness the appearance of a corporate 
agent before any convention who does 
not declare himself frankly as such. 
“ This congress is a direct appeal to 
the patriotism of our whole people. 
The nation wisely looks to such gath­ 
erings for counsel and leadership. Let 
that 
leadership 
be 
sound, 
definite, 
practical and on the side of all the 
people. 
It would be no small misfor­ 
tune lf a meeting such as this should 
ever fall into the hands of the open 
enemies or false friends of the great 
movement which it represents. 
“ What this country needs Is what 
every free country must set before it 


a s the great goal toward which it 
works—an equal opportunity for life, 
liberty and the pursuit of happiness 
for every one of its citizens. 
To 
achieve this end we must put a stop 
to the improper political domination 
no less than the improper economic 
dominion of the great special inter­ 
ests.” 
Following Colonel Roosevelt speech­ 
es were made by Miss Mabel Board­ 
man, president of the American Red 
Cross society; Francis J. Heney of 
California; Herbert Knox Smith, com­ 
missioner of corporations; Governor 
Hadley of Missouri and George C. Par­ 
dee of California.

Diaz received In the hall of ambassa­ 
dors in the national palace the special 
ambassadors appointed by the govern­ 
ments of the United States, Italy, Ja ­ 
pan, Germany and China to attend the 
celebration of the Mexican centenary 
of independence. 
The United States, the first nation 
to acknowledge the independence of 
Mexico and the first to establish diplo­ 
matic relations with this republic, had 
first place in the ceremonies. 
Curtis 
Guild, Jr., of Massachusetts, the Amer­ 
ican special ambassador, was first in­ 
troduced. 
The visitors were driven to the na­ 
tional palace between a double line 
of soldiers. 
The buildings on both 
sides of the streets were gorgeously 
decorated with Hags of 
all nations. 
The 
thousands 
of 
spectators 
who 
crowded the sidewalks cheered enthu­ 
siastically as the diplomats passed. 
The reception by the president was 
a brilliant event. 
A ll the highest gov­ 
ernment 
officials, members of 
the 
cabinet, officers of the army and mem­ 
bers of the 
diplomatic corps were 
present in the uniforms of their rank. 
President Diaz, in his reply to the 
address 
of 
Ambassador 
Guild, 
ex­ 
pressed his appreciation of the cor­ 
dial acceptance by the United States 
of the invitation extended by Mexico 
for this occasion and spoke of the 
cordial relations existing between the 
two countries.

New York, Sept. 
The Labor day 
parade hue brought out more union 
marchers this year than have ever 
before been seen on Fifth avenue. 
Conspicuous among them were 3,100 
women, most of them garment work­ 
ers, wearing dark blue and yellow lib­ 
erty caps and sashes.

38 4-5 seconds. 
There were eight entries In the du­ 
ration contest, White winning out by 
remaining up I hour, 16 minutes and I 
seconds, while Johnstone was in the 
air 48 minutes, 54 2-5 seconds. 
The five contestants in the distance 
event were obliged to allow first place 
to White, who made 45 miles, 617 feet 
Johnstone boing second with 26 miles, 
3,107 feet. 
In the bomb-dropping contest White 
proved himself the atar performer of 
the day, dropping two of his ten bombs 
directly Into the funnel of the battle­ 
ship, while all of his other shots hit 
some part of the deck,

D raw ing up a big m ortgage, espe­ 
cially when it is to be the basis for an 
issue of bonds it is desired to dispose 
of in the open m arket, is a task fat 
greater than most people have any 
idea of. 
Sometim es m onths of con­ 
tinuous labor elapse betw een the be­ 
ginning of the first d ra ft and the final 
approval of th e last revised copy by 
those most directly concerned. 
The 
prim ary object of such a form idable 
legal instrum ent is. of course, to define 
clearly and exactly w hat th e m ortga 
gor will do. 
Tile individual or com 
patly in whoso favor tho m ortgage is 
draw n, however, through his at to m e) 
seeks to protect him self from ever) 
possible contingency.

A fter th e m o rtg a g o rs counsel have 
completed draw ing up the instru m en t 
as they think it should be it passes to 
the attorneys on tin* other side, who 
pick as m any flaws as possible in if 
They. too. pay special attention to the 
exact m eaning of words, and frequent 
ly their experts question the defini 
Borts of those on the other side. 
A fter 
the tw o finns of attorneys have settled 
all their differences tile m ortgage is 
generally subm itted to an other set of 
expert legal advisers, who criticise it 
from every possible point of view. 
Al! 
t his takes a great deal of tim e and 
costs st great deal of money. 
T he total legal expense of d raw in g 
up :t big corporation m ortgage fre­ 
quently runs into more than a hundred 
thousand dollars. 
It is not uncomm on 
for a single firm of experts to receive 
as high as $50,000 for criticising and 
correcting one of these im portant legal 
documents. 
W hen it bas been tested 
in every possible w ay and is finally 
passed upon and approved it is p rin t­ 
ed. 
It may cover betw een IOO an d 200 
pages and contain from 40,000 to 80,000 
words. 
T he latter is about the n u m ­ 
ber in a novel of the ordinary size. If 
the interests affected have property 
In more than one county or state the 
m ortgage has to be recorded in each 
of these. 
It Is not until all this w ork bas been 
done th at th e bonds secured by the 
mortgage are placed on the m a rk et.—
